Another Bit of Wood County History. 


—In the year 1875, Mr. Frank 0. 


Wyatt purchased from the United 
States, forty acres of land near Bab- 
cock, in Wood County, and in 1876, 
received from the Government the 
Patent or Deed to said lands. 


This land by the process of several 


conveyances in the way of Warranty 
Deeds, Quit Claim Deeds, Tax Deeds 
and a Will, eventually in the year 
1897, became the property of Messers 
A. and B., who were operating more 
or less, together in the real estate 
business. 


In the year 1902, Mr. W. who lived 


in the vicinity of this land, decided 
to purchase the same, and negotiated 
with Mr. A., whom he understood 
was the owner of the property. 
In 


the transfer of the property, Mr. W., 
not realizing the necessity of an Ab- 
stract of Title of the property, did 
not require Mr. A.to furnish an Ab- 
stract, and the fact that Mr. B. was 
the owner of an undivided one-half 
interest in this property, was entirely 
overlooked. 


When. Mr. W. received his deed on 


the premises, it was signed only by 
Mr. A. and his wife, and the Title to 
an undivided one-half interest, re- 
mained in the name of Mr. B. al- 
though Mr. W. moved onto the prop- 
erty and made his home there. 


Recently Mr. W., wished to make a 


deal on the property, and the gent- 
leman with whom he was negotiating 
required an Abstract of Title to be 
furnished, setting forth the condition 
of the Title. When the Abstract was 
prepared, it disclosed the fact that 
Mr. B. who was the owner of an un- 
divided one-ha'f interest in 1902, at 
the time Mr. W. purchased the prop- 
erty, or thought he did, was still the 
owner of one-half^ interest. 


When Mr. A. was apprised of the 


condition of the^Title which he had 
conveyed to Mr. W., he indignantly 
denied that Mr. B. had ever had any 
interest in this land.

Af- 
ter being acquired by the state It no 
longer pays any taxes, nnd the result 
Is that the county Is under the same 
expense as it was before, with a very 
materially decreased income. Whcih- 


or not this decreased income Is

According to the Engineering Rec-

In a statement to the house of com-

Mr. Churchill, in Introducing tiia 


navy estimates, said that efficiency 
was tho keynote of the admiralty s 
program, and that at the beginning 
,ot the war tho supplies of ammuni- 
tion, men and oil were complete 
Every ship In the navy which was nt 
for service, as well as new uhlps 
which were being built for foreign 
governments and armed morchant 
men, had been fully iranncd. 


"The task lying before us is both 


anxious and grave. Wo are now to be 
tho object of warfare never before 
practiced by a clvilUed. power. So 
far we have not attempted to stop tho 
importation of food. 
Wo have not 


prevented neutral ships from trading 
directly with German ports We have 
allowed German exports In neutral 
ships to pass unchallenged.

Washington, Feb 17. - Practically 


all the foreign diplomatic representa- 
tives In Mexico City have been In- 
structed by their governments to use 
their own discretion about leaving the 
capital, according to an announcement 
by Secretary Bryan.

a visit to Vera Cruz, which they are 
unwilling to make, lest it bo construed 
as formal recognition.

two-thirds, of both houses of congress 
may propose constitutional amend- 
ments nnd make their ratification by 
two-third, instead of three-fourths, of 
the states sufficient was Introduced 
by Representative Bryan of Washing- 
ton 


The resolution was drawn by the 


committee on federal constitution, 
with headquarters in Brooklyn, N. Y., 
composed of many prominent mem- 
bers. 


The resolution proposes also a pro- 


cedure of amendment Independent of 
congress and state legislatures by 
popular vote. 


FiVE DISTURBERS EXPELLED 


Four Germans and One Engllohman, 


Guilty of Disturbing the Peace, 


Are 
Ejected. 


Yokohama, Japan, Feb. 18.—Tho 


Japanese authorities have ordered the 
expulsion from Japan of tour Germans 
and one Englishman who have been 
found guilty of actions disturbing 
peace and order. The authorities have 
decided upon a stricter surveillance of 
Germans and Austrlans in the coun- 
try. 


Washington, Feb. 18,-Germany has 


notified the United States government, 
through Ambassador Gerard, that a 
state of "strained relations" exists be- 
tween the two nations 


This being Interpreted by state de- 


partment officials means that a condi- 
tion ot tension has developed which Is 
of serious concern to tho president 
and the American people. 


To restore the relations of the two 


nations to their former state of friend- 
liness while at the same time assur- 
ing protection to American ships and 
American citizens traversing the high 
seas, is now the problem of the presi- 
dent and his cabinet. 


The president is face to face with 


this situation: 


The United States, in a vigorous 


note, requested assurances from Ger- 
many that American citizens and 
their vessels will not be molested by 
the naval forces of Germany otherwise 
than by visit and search in the "war 
zone" around the British Isles to be 
established Thursday. 


Germany, in an official communica- 


tion received on Tuesday, declined to 
grant those assurances and reiterated 
the danger from submarines and float- 
ing mines to neutrals traversing the 
"war zone." 


So an impasse has been reacted. 
The president and members of his 


cabinet discussed during the day the 
entire subject of the relations of tho 
United States with 
Germany and 


Great Britain, with a view of devising 
a solution which would be generally 
satisfactory. 


So far as Germany Is concerned, 


they 
determined 
to 
do all 
they 


could do to obtain a declaration by 
Great Britain with reference to the 
freedom of foodstuffs not consigned 
to the German government or to tho 
German military and naval forces. 


If Great Britain will comply with 


the urgent representations 
of the 


United States, Germany has prom- 
ised to cancel the orders for the "war 
zone." 


The reply of the United States was 


dispatched Tuesday afternoon. 


It Includes the fact that representa- 


tions have been made to Great Britain 
and constitutes a reiteration of the at- 
titude of the United States with ref- 
erence to the Berlin decree 


Th final note of Germany was po- 


lite, but left nothing to the' imagina- 
tion. 
The American note, like Its 


predecessor, is moro than polite—It is 
anxiously friendly. But still it Is firm 
and shows an unyielding purpose on 
the part of President Wilson. 


40,000 of Czar's Men Reported Cap- 


tured—Capital of Bukowlna Oc- 


cupied by Austro-Germans. 


Berlin (wireless via Sayville), Feb. 


17.—That the Russian defeat in East 
Prussia was the most disastrous ot 
the war, and that It has been followed 
by another complete victory over the 
Russians at the other extreme of the 
c stern battle front In Bukowlna, are 
the most significant announcements 
made in Berlin on Monday. 


The Overseas News agency, which 


Is semiofficial, gave out the announce- 
ment that Field Marshal von Hinden- 
burg's third battle ot the Mazurian 
lakes will prove more disastrous to 
the czar's army than the defeat at 
Tannenherg or the rout in the battles 
around Allenstein earlier in the war.

In spite of feeble 
health, especially within the last f<* 
months, Miss Crosby continued writ- 
Ing hymns up to a short time before 
her death. 


Eight thousand hymns of Christian 


worship sung In Protestant churches 
through the world are the work ot 
Fanny Crosby. 
Thousands—perhaps 


hundreds of thousands—who sang her 
songs, which were translated into ev- 
ery language, did not know that It 
was a blind woman's inspiration which 
they employed to express their Chris- 
tian faith and hope In song.

Examination Required. 


The bill that has been prepared pro- 


vides that all persons contemplating 
marriage shall, within fifteen days 
prior to applying tor license to marry, 
be examined, and it shall be unlawful 
for the county clerk o£ any county to 
Issue a license to any person who fails 
to present and file a certificate duly 
signed by a reputable licensed physi- 
cian, setting forth that such person Is 
free Irom diseases, so nearly as can 
determine by the application ol the 
usual tests and methods ol examina- 
tion. The tee tor such examination, 
to be paid by the applicant at the time 
the examination is made, shall not ex- 
ceed $6 The county phybician of any 
county shall, upon request made by 
the applicant, make the necessary ex- 
amination and issue such certificate, 
if the same can be properly issued, 
without charge to the applicant it said 
applicant be indigent. 


Any person violating the provisions 


ot tho section will be punished by Im- 
prisonment in the county jail for not 
less than thirty days nor more than 
one year. 


Any county clerk who shall unlaw- 


fully issue a license to marry to any 
pei'son who fails to present and file 
the certificate provided by subsection 
1 ot this section Is made guilty ot a 
felony and shall be punished by Im- 
prisonment In the state prison tor not 
less than one year.

associations for the year were $819,- 
000 and the ratio ot operating expens- 
es to slock holdings and profits is 1.3 
per cent. The contingent loss or re- 
serve fund of building associations In 
the stato was increased from $127,000 
to $150,000 In 1914, Indicating the ndd- 
ed safety of the companies. 


Uniform bookkeeping methods havo 


been installed in all new building com- 
panies and this feature is also being 
introduced into old companies gradu- 
ally. 


Only the Mutual Loan & Building as-

Eugenic Law For Women. 


Certificates of health from women as 


well as men who desire to marry with- 
in the state of Wisconsin will be re- 
quired if the bill that has been pre- 
pared by the State Medical society or 
introduction into the legislature, be- 


C°The measure is intended to provide 
a substitute for the present eugenic 
law. It was prepared by a cominlLl '' 
representing the state medical body 
and contains provisions not found In 
0,e present law, but which are con- 
sidered by the committee to be neces- 
sary for the perfect enforcement of 
health restrictions in Carriage 


In submitting the proposed bill, the 


committee on public policy and legis- 
lation of the State Medical society pre- 
sents a report which declares the pres- 
ent act is anomalous and inconsistent 
in different particulars. It points out 
that the examination required by the 
present law actually costs $25, wh le 
tbe law fixes the maximum fee for the 
same at 53. U adds that the law 
which has been in force the lust two 
years, has been of great educational 
value, and thus has performed a far 
reaching service. 
The bill submitted 


by the committee is intended, it is as- 
serted, to permit an added effort to 
protect and improve the race by legis- 
lative means. 


Examination Required. 


The bill that has been prepared pro- 


vides that all persons contemplating 
marriage shall, within 
fifteen 
days 


prior to applying for license to marry 
be examined, and it shall be unlawful 
for the county clerk of any county to 
issue a license to any person who fails 
to present and file a certificate duly 
signed by a reputable licensed physi- 
cian setting forth that such person is 
free from diseases, so nearly as can 
determine by the application of the 
usual tests and methods of examina- 
tion 
The fee for such examination, 


to be paid by the applicant at the time 
the examination is made, shall not ex- 
ceed $5. The county physician of any 
county shall, upon request made by 
the applicant, make the necessary ex- 
amination and Issue such certificate, 
if the same can be properly Issued, 
without charge to the applicant if said 
applicant be indigent. 


Any person violating the provisions 


of the section will be punished by Im- 
prisonment in the county jail for not 
less than thirty days nor more than 
one year. 
Any county, clerk who shall unlaw- 


fully issue a license to marry to any 
person who fails to present and file 
the certificate provided by subsection 
1 of this section is made guilty of a 
felony and shall be punished by im- 
prisonment In the state prison for not 
less than one year.

The Enemy 
of AH the 
World

It was Silas Bannennan who finally 


ran down that scientific wizard and 
arch-enemy of mankind, Emll Gluck. 
Gluck's confession, before he went to 
the electric chair, threw much light 
upon the series of mysterious events, 
many apparently unrelated, that so 
perturbed the world between the years 
1933 
and 1941. 


While the deeds of Emil Gluck were 


all that' was abominable, we cannot 
but feel, to a certain extent, pity for 
the unfortunate, malformed and mal- 
treated genius. This side of his story 
has never been told before, and from 


man at historic Bowdoin college 
1913 he graduated with highest honors 
and Immediately afterward (Allowed 
Professor Bradlough to Berkeley, Cal. 
The one friend that Emil Gluck discov- 
ered in all his life was Professor 
Bradlough. The latter's weak lungs 
had led him to exchange Maine for 
California, the removal being facili- 
tated by the offer of a professorship 
in the State university. Throughout 
the year 1914 Emil Gluck resided in 
Berkeley and took special Scientific 
courses. Toward the end of that year 
two deaths changed his prospects and 
his relations with life. The death of 
Professor Bradlough took from him 
the one friend he was ever to know, 
and the death of Ann Bartell left him 
penniless. Hating the unfortunate lad 
to the last, she cut him off with one 
hundred dollars. 


The following year, at twenty years 


,of age, Emil Gluck was enrolled as an 
instructor in chemistry In the Univer- 
sity of California 
Here the years 


passed quietly; he faithfully 
per- 


formed the drudgery that brought him 
his salary, and, a student always, he 
took half a dozen degrees. 


He was twenty-seven years of age 


when he first sprang into prominence 
in the newspapers through the publi- 
cation of his book, "Sex and Progress." 
It was a book for scientists, and not 
one calculated to make a stir. But 
Gluck, in the last chapter, using bare- 
ly three lines for it, mentioned the 
hypothetical desirability of trial mar- 
riages. At once the newspapers seized 
upon those three lines, "played them 
up yellow," as the slang was In those 
days, and set the whole world laugh- 
ing at Emil Gluck, the bespectacled 
young professor of twenty-seven. Pho- 
tographers snapped him; he was be- 
sieged by reporters; women's clubs 


stand 
He tried to get an explanation, 


attempting to speak with the girl 
when she went home from work in 
the evening. She complained to Sher- 
bourne, and one night he gave Gluck 
a beating. 


Still Gluck did not understand. He 


continued to seek an explanation from 
the girl. In fear of Sherbourne, be 
applied to the chief of police for per- 
mission to carry a revolver, which 
permission was refused, the newspa- 
pers as usual playing It up sensation- 
ally. Then came the murder of Irene 
Tackley, six days before her contem- 


did not know was that across the

his confession and from the great 
mass of evidence and the documents 
and records of the time we are able to 
construct a fairly accurate portrait of 
him, 
and to discern the factors and 


pressures that molded him Into the 
human monster he became and that 
drove htm onward along the fearful 
path ho trod. 


Eml! Gluck waa horn In. Syracuse, 


N. Y., In 1895. His father, Josephus 
Gluck, was a special policeman and 
night watchman who, in the year 1900, 
died suddenly of pneumonia. 
The 


mother, a pretty, fragile creature, who 
before her marriage had been a milli- 
ner, grieved herself to death over the 
loss of her husband. This sensitive- 
ness of the mother was the heritage 
that In the boy became morbid and 
horrible. 


In 1901 the boy, Emll, then six years 


of age, went to live with his aunt, 
Mrs. 
Ann Bartell. 
She was a vain, 


shallow and heartless woman. In her 
breast was no kindly feeling for the 
sensitive, shrinking boy. Also, she was 
cursed with poverty and burdened 
with a husband who was a lazy, erratic 
ne'er-do-well. Young Emil Gluck was 
not wanted and Ann Bartell could be 
trusted to impress this fact sufficient- 
ly upon him. As an illustration of the 
treatment he received in that early, 
formative period, the 
following in- 


stance Is given' 


When he had been living in the 


Bartell home a little more than a 
year, he broke his leg. He sustained 
the injury through playing on the for- 
bidden roof—as all boys have done 
and will continue to do to the end of 
time 
The leg was broken In two 


places between the knee and thigh. 
Emil, helped by his frightened play- 
mates, managed to drag himself to 
the front sidewalk, where he fainted. 
The children of the neighborhood 
were afraid of the hard-featured shrew 
who presided over the Bartell house; 
but, summoning their resolution, they 
rang the bell and told Ann Bartell of 
the accident. She did not even look 
ai the little lad who lay stricken on 
the sidewalk, but slammed the door 
and went back to her washtub. The 
time passed. 
A drizzle came on and 


Emll Gluck, out of his faint, lay sob- 
bing In the rain. The leg should have 
been set immediately As it was, the 
inflammation rose rapidly and made 
a nasty case of It. At the end of two 
hours the indignant women of the 


ed. Nothing that he could do could 
save him. 
He was convicted, not 


merely on circumstantial evidence, but 
on evidence "cooked up" by the Oak- 
land police. There is no question 
that a large portion of the evidence 
was manufactured. The testimony of 
Captain Shehan was the sheerest per- 
jury, it being proved long afterward 
that on the night in question he had 
not only not been in the vicinity of 
the murder, but that he had been out 
of the city in a resort on the San Le- 


street, in the Mercer building, room 
833, rented by Emil Gluck, had been 
occupied by Emll Gluck at the very 
moment Hartwell's revolver so mys- 
teriously exploded. 


At the time, no connection was made 


between Hartwell's death and the 
death of William Sherbourne. Sher- 
bourne had continued to live in the 
home he had built for Irene Tackley, 
and one morning In January, 1933, he 
was found dead. Suicide was the ver- 
dict of the coroner's Inquest, for he 
had been shot by his own revolver. 
The curious thing that happened that 
night was the shooting of Policeman 
Phillips on the sidewalk In front of 
Shsrbourne's house 
The policeman 


crawled to a police telephone on the 
corner and rang up for an ambulance. 
He claimed that someone had shot 
him from behind In the leg. The 
leg In question was so badly shattered 
by three ,38-caliber bullets that ampu- 
tation was necessary. But when the 
police discovered that the damage had 
been done by his own revolver, a great 
laugh went up and ho was charged 
with having been drunk. In spite of 
his denial of having touched a drop, 
and of his persistent assertion that 
the revolver had been in his hip 
pocket, and that he had not laid finger 
to it, ha was discharged from the 
force. 
Emil Gluck's confession, six 


years later, cleared the unfortunate 
policeman of disgrace, and he is alive 
today and in good headth, the recip- 
ient of a pension from the city.

His only recourse 
was books, and he went on reading 
and studying enormously.

1927 he accepted an invitation to ap- 
pear before the Human Interest soci- 
ety of Emeryville. He did not trust 
himself to speak, and as we write we 
have before us a copy of his learned 
paper. It is sober, scholarly and sci- 
entific, and, It must also be added, 
conservative. 
But in one place he 


dealt with, and I quote his words, "the 
industrial and social revolution that 
Is taking place in society." A repor- 
ter present seized upon the word 
"revolution," divorced it from the text, 
and wrote a garbled account that

Gluck entered San Quentin prison on 


April 17,1929. He was then thirty-four 
years of age. And for three years and 
a half, much of the time in solitary con- 
finement, he was left to meditate upon 
the injustice of man. It was during 
that time that his bitterness corroded 
hint and he became a hater of all his 
kind. Three other things he did during 
the same period, he wrote his famous 
treatise, "Human Morals;" his remark- 
able brochure, "The Criminal Sane," 
and he worked out his awful and mon- 


Emll Gluck, having disposed of his 


immediate enemies, now sought a 
wider field, though his enmity for 
newspaper men and for the police re- 
mained always active. Tho royalties 
on his Ignition device for gasoline en- 
gines had mounted up while ho lay in 
prison, and year by year the earning 
power of his invention increased. Ho 
was independent, able to travel wher- 
ever he willed over the earth and to 
glut his monstrous appetite tqr re- 
venge. He operated wholly alone, but 
he created a thousandfold more terror 
and achieved a thousandfold more de- 
struction than all the terrorist groups 
added together. 


He signalized his departure from 


California by blowing up Fort Mason. 
In his confession he spoke of It as a

to the Farristown academy, a hundred 
miles away. Shy and sensitive, a lone- 
ly and misunderstood little soul, he 
was morejonely than ever at Farris- 
town. He never came home at vaca- 
tion and holidays, as the other boys 
did. 
Instead, he wandered about the 


made Emil Gluck appear an anarchist. 
At once "Professor Gluck, anarchist," 
flamed over the wires and was appro-1 
priately "featured" in all the newspa- 
pers in the land. 


He had attempted to reply to the 


previous newspaper attack, but now 
he remained silent.

Persecuted, maligned, and misun- 


derstood, the forlorn and lonely man 
made no attempt at retaliation. Hav- 
ing lost his position, and being with- 
out any income, he had to find work. 
His first place was at the Union Iron 
Works, in San Francisco, where he 
proved a most able draughtsman. It 
was here that he obtained his first- 
hand knowledge of battleships and 
their construction.

He immediately re- 
signed and found another place; but 
after the reporters had driven him 
away from half a dozen positions, he 
steeled himself to brazen out the 
newspaper persecution.

It was a small shop, employ- 
ing three men and two hoys. Gluck 
himself -"orked long hours. It was 
during this period he perfected the im- 
proved ignition device for gas engines, 
the royalties from which ultimately 
made him wealthy. 


He started his electroplating estab- 


It was Emll Gluck that caused tho 


terrible German-American war, with 
the loss of 800,000 lives, and tho con- 
sumption of almost Incalculable treas- 
ure.

Germany, 


though aggrieved, was not anxious for

This launch, it was 
afterward proved, was bought by him 
from the Ross-Turner company, while 
much of tho apparatus he used that 
night had been purchased from tho 
Columbia Electric works.

was not known at the time. All that 
waa known was that tho seven battle- 
ships blew up, one after another, at 
regular, four-minute Intervals. Ninety 
per cent of the crews and officers, 
along with the crown prince, perished, 
Germany believed that it had been 
done by a submarine, and Immediately 
declared war 
It was six months after 


Gluck's confession, that she returned 
the Philippines and Hawaii to the 
United States. 


In the meanwhile, Emll Gluck, ma- 


levolent wUard and arch-hater, travel- 
ed his whirlwind path of destruction. 

Scientifically thor- 
ough, he always cleaned up after him-

Emil Gluck was proved in, February to 
be an innocent man, yet he was not re- 
leased until the following October. 


He came back to the world in the 


fall ot 1932, as usual a "feature" topic 
in all the newspapers. The papers, in- 
stead of expressing heartfelt regret, 
continued their old sensational perse- 
cution. One paper, the San Francisco 
Intelligencer, did more.

well, its editor, elaborated an Ingenious 
theory that tried to show that Gluck 
was, after all, responsible for the mur- 
der of Irene Tackley. Hartwell died. 
And Sherbourne died, too, while Po- 
liceman Phillips was shot in the leg 
and discharged from the Oakland po- 
lice force. 


The murder of Hartwell was long a 


mystery. He was alone in his editorial 
office at the time. The reports of the 
revolver were heard by the office boy, 
who rushed in to find Hartwell expir- 
ing in his chair. What puzzled the po- 
lice was the fact not merely that he 


K m» «— had been shot with his own revolver, 
? compell- but that the revolver had exploded in 


wrought among the terrorists them- 
selves. 
Every time he did anything 


the terrorists in the vicinity were gath- 
ered in by the police dragnet and 
many of them were executed. Seven- 
teen were executed at Home alone, 
following the assassination of the Ital- 
ian king. 


Perhaps the 
most -world-amazing 


achievement of his -was the assassina- 
tion of the king and queen of Por- 
tugal. It -was their wedding day. All 
possible precautions had been taken 
against the terrorists, and the way 
'from the cathedral, through Lisbon's 
streets, was double-banked with troops 
while a squad of two hundred mounted 
troopers surrounded the carriage. Sud- 
denly the amazing thing happened. 


It was in the early spring of 1940 


that Gluck destroyed the Mare island 
navy yard. From a room in Vnllejo, 
he sent his electric discharges across 
the-Vallejo straits to Mare island. 
He first played his flashes on the bat- 
tleship Maryland. She lay at the dock 
of one of the mine magazines. On her 
forward deck, on a huge temporary 
platform of timbers, were disposed 
over a hundred mines. These mines 
were for the defense of the Golden 
Gate. 
Any one of these mines was 


capable of destroying a do/.en battle- 
ships, and there were over a hundred 
mines 
The destruction was terrific, 


but it was only Gluck's overture. He 
played his flashes down the Mare 
island shore, blowing up five torpedo 
boats, the torpedo station and the 
great magazine at the eastern end of 
the island. Returning westward again, 
and scooping in occasional isolated 
ma-gazlnes on the high ground hack 
from the shore, he blew up three 
cruisers and the battleships Oregon. 
Delaware, New Hampshlre.and Florida 
—the latter had just gone into dry 
dock, and the magnificent dry dock 
was destroyed along with her. 


It was a frightful catastrophe, and a 


shudder of horror passed through the 
land But it was nothing to what was 
to follow. 
In the late fall of that 


year, Emil Gluck made a clean sweep 
of the Atlantic seaboard from Maine 
to Florida.

It would seem strange that from the 


hands of Ann Bartell Emll Gluck 
should have received a college educa- 
tion; but the explanation is simple. 
Her ne'er-do-well husband, deserting 
her, made a strike in the Nevada gold 
fields and returned to her a many 
times millionaire. Ann Bartell hated 
the boy and Immediately she sent him 
to the Farristown academy, a hundred 
miles away. Shy and sensitive, a lone- 
ly and misunderstood little soul, he 
was more .lonely than ever at Farris 
town. He never came home at vaca 
tion and holidays, as the other boys 
did. 
Instead, he wandered about the 


deserted buildings and ground, be 
friended and misunderstood by the 
servants and gardeners, reading much 
it is remembered, spending his day 
in the fields or before the fireplace 
with his nose poked always In 'the 


At once "Professor Gluck, anarchist," 
flamed over the wires and was appro- 
priately "featured" in all the newspa- 
pers in the land. 


He had attempted to reply to the 


previous newspaper attack, but now 
he remained silent. 
Bitterness had 


already corroded his soul. The uni- 
versity faculty appealed to him to de- 
fend himself, but he sullenly declined, 
even refusing to enter in defense a 
copy of his paper to save himself from 
expulsion. He refused to resign, and 
was discharged from the university- 
faculty. It must be added, that politi- 
cal pressure had been put upon the 
university regents and the president. 


Persecuted, maligned, and misun- 


derstood, the forlorn and lonely man 
made no attempt at retaliation. Hav- 
ing lost his position, and being with- 
out any income, he had to find work. 
His first place was at the Union Iron 
Works, in San Francisco, where he 
proved a most able draughtsman. It 
was here that he obtained his first- 
hand knowledge of battleships and 
their construction. But tho reporters 
discovered him and featured him in 
his new vocation. He immediately re- 
signed and found another place; but 
after the reporters had driven him 
away from half a dozen positions, he 
steeled himself to brazen out the 
newspaper persecution. This occurred 
when he started his electroplating es- 
tablishment in Oakland, on Telegraph 
avenue. It was a small shop, employ- 
ng three men and two hoys. Gluck 
himself -orked long hours. It was 
during this period he perfected the im- 
proved ignition device for gas engines, 
the royalties from which ultimately 
mads him wealthy. 
He started his electroplating estab- 


lishment early In the spring of 1928, 
and it was the same year that he 
formed the disastrous love attachment 
for Ireae Tackley. Now, It Is not to 
be Imagined that an extraordinary 
creature such as Emil Gluck could be 
any other than an extraordinary lover. 
In addition to his geniua, his loneli- 
ness, and his morbidness, It must he 
taken into consideration that he knew 
nothing about women. Irene Taekley 
was a rather pretty young woman but 
shallow and light-headed. 'At the time 
she 'worked in a small candy store 
across the street-from Cluck's shop. 
He used to come In and drink ice 
cream sodas and lemon squashes and 
stare at her. It seems the girl did not 
care for him, and merely played with 
him. He was "queer," she said; and 
at another time she called him a crank 
when describing how he sat at the 
counter and peered at her through his 
spectacles blushing and stammering

The fact that the foot-and-mouth 


disease may be communicated to cat- 
lie, sheep, other ruminants, s.vJic, 
through the milk of infected cows, 
makes it especially important at this 
time for cattle raisers to make cer- 
tain that the skimmed milk they ob- 
tain from creameries is pasteurized. 
Kven If there is no foot-and-mouth 
disease in the farmers neighborhood 
it nevertheless Is a great safeguard 
for him to see that the creamery 
skimmed milk which he feeds to his 
animals has been pasteurized, as 
tubercolosis can be communicated 
thru raw skimmed milk. 
So serious 


Is the communication of tubercolosis 
through milk to swine that the meat 
packers discriminate against the hogs 
in certain dairy districts. 


The department has long advocat- 


ed this course, and the specialists 
hope that the danger of foot-and- 
mouth disease may lead those who 
have not been careful in this matter 
in the past to adopt this practice and 
continue It after the presenc epidemic 
has been stamped out. 


Where a creamery does not past- 


eurize the milk, or where the farmer 
obtains skimmed milk from 
other 


farms for feeding to his hogs, he can 
make certain that he does not carry 
the fooU'.nd-mouth disease germs 
or spread tubercolosis by bringing 
the skimmed milk ota boiling point 
before bringnig it to the farm. Boll- 
ing does not Interfere with its feed- 
ing value, although real pasteuriza- 
tion at 145 degrees for 30 minutes 
is the better practice.
